General Radesou, who does not receive any support from the official represen- 
tatives of the Western Bowers, has lately been left without any material sources 
of support, so that he was forced to stop the subsidies to the Rumanian students In 
exile. (These subsidies until recently came from gifts which Gen. R adesou himself 
was able to secure from Rumanian Industrialists living In exile.) At the same time, 
the support money for military parsons In axils, which had bean premised during 
Radesou 1 s visit in fall 1949, had to be eliminated. Radesdn's newspaper " Uhla c a 
Romana” (Rumanian Unity) is fighting with great difficulties and is barely able 
to appear one every two months.
